.NEWSPAPER STATEMENT 


Not long ago an item went th'e 


rounds of the press stating that the 
Adjutant- General 
of 
the 
United 


States army had sent circulars to the 
Adjutant-Generals of the different 
States asking in how short a time the 
militia could be prepared for active 
campaign service, and in event of an 
emergency, how large a force oould 
be put into the fleld? General Oosby, 
of California, thought it strange that 
he had never received suoh a circu- 
lar, and wrote to Adjutant-General 
Drumm. In 
reply he lately re- 


ceived a letter stating that there is 
not a particle of truth in the newa 
paper statement, as no such circular 
has been issued or is contemplated. 


Operation* of the JPcnsl*n Bureau. 


Of the appropriations of 8100,000,- 


000 for the payment of pensions for 
the fiscal year ended June 30th, 
930,000,000 remained unexpended, 
and was re-appropriated for the 
present fiscal year, making the sum 
available for expenses of the Ptsnaion 
Bureau about 8125,000,000. Com- 
missioner 
Dudley 
expresses 
the 


opinion that there will be another 
large surplus at the end ol' the piesent 
fiscal year. In that event he will usk 
to have the surplus re-tippropnated, 
and expect* to be able to consider* 
bly reduce the amount required for 
the fiscal year beginning July 1st, 
1884. The Commissioner says that, 
notwithstanding the probable ex- 
penses and this large surplus, the 
number of pension claims passed 
upon the present year will show a 
large increase over last year, and he 
attributes the saving to the character 
of the oases and the efficiency of the 
examiners. 
Commissioner Dudley 


is al'io of the opinion that he will be 
enabled to reduce the number em- 
ployed in the Pension Bureau from 
1500 to 1250.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 19.

Some of the telegrams make 
the General say, in referring to the 
Chiricauha prisoners, that they sur- 
rendered with the understanding that 
their past misdeeds would not be pun- 
ished provided they behaved them- 
selves in the future.

wrote: "It was with this understand- 
ing on their part he was thus made to 
contradict his repeated statement that 
he had refused to the Indians to guar- 
antee their safety from punishment." 
General Crook's account^of tha matter 
was clear to the Secretary ol War and 
the Secretary of the Interior, when he 
was here, he stated that while he had 
made this refusal, as it was difficult, 
if not impossible, to make the Indians 
understand that he could not control 
this matter. His statement, as written, 
is entirely consistent with what he 
said here. 
This omission, with other

There are 4,300 acres of wheat, pro* 


dncing 86,000 bushel*; 5,150 acres of 
barley, producing 104,500 bushels; 200 
acres of eats, producing 8,000 bushels; 
75 acres of potatoes, producing 7,500 
bushels, and 20,000 acres of meadow 
land, producing 22,000 tons of bay. 


There are in the county 5,629 bones, 
215 mules, 10 asses, 450 cows, 28,200 
•took cattle, 46,556 sheep, 20 Angora 
goats. 


There are three grist mills, but the 


number of tons of quartz crushed by 
them is not given. 


There are ten miles of mining ditches 


and 375 miles of irrigating ditches, 
which irrigate 25,000 acres of land. 


There were 10,000 pounds of butter 


produced this season, but the cheese 
product ia unknown,* and the wool crop 
is set down at 250,000 pounds. 


The assessed value of real estate- it 
$2,101,736, and of personal property 
$944,685, while the estimated popnhv 
tion is 4,200 — an increase since 1880, 
when the census was taken — and the 
number of registered voters 1,125. 


There are at present four large 


and about a dozen small, companies 
in California engaged in the distilla- 
tion of borax, of which about three 
thousand tons are annually pro- 
duced.

His Statement of (be Circumstance 


of HIM Arrest in Ren* for Wist

The trunks of some 
of these petrified trees are still erect, 
apparently in the position in which 
they grew, grim ramindeis of the long 
past, mute witnesses of the mysterious 
and inexplicable operations of nature. 
\Vheu they commenced to grow, \vhon 
they changad their woodeii fibers into 
stony petrifactions, is a thing whioh 
buffles the humau understanding, aud 
remains a secret only kuown to the 
Creator Himself.
